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N Officer, diſpatched by the Duke de Croy from Efſect , i 
arrived here, with Advice, That on the 29th of the 
Moath the, Turis, to the Number of about 16co6Q, Com- 
manded by the Baſſa of 2 and Meff he B 8, (the 
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retired, a u to open in order to a regu 
on the Second of this Month the Enemy raiſed two Batteries, and began 
to two Mortar -· pieces. The ſame day the Duke of Croy, to take 
a ſtricter View of the Enemy, made a Sal 1 with 260 Foot, and 100 
Horſc, and beat the Enemy out of their 7renches, and took a great 
2 Priſoners, who declared, That the Turks being informed that ſe- 
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veral Imperial Troops were on their march to reinforce the Oariſon of 
E/zect, they had to make a general Aſſault, in order to poſ- 
ſeſs themſelves of we at once, before the ſaid Succors arrived. 
Whereupon, on the 6th of November, the Duke of Croy drew up 


the Forces he had with him in two Lines on this fide the River, Com- 
manding them to make all the noiſe they could with their Drums, 
Trumpets, and Kettle- Drums, which fo diſturbed the Enemy, who 
imagined that the Suceers the Enemy werearrived, that they 
immediately ceaſed vv Work in their 7 reaches, and the next morning 
in great Confuſion, quitted their Camp, and marched away, leaving 
behind them four Pieces of Cannon, two Mortar-pieces, (which was 
all they broughr before the place ) ſore Ammunition, and great part 
of their Baggage. 
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
